Police Court 

Magistrate W.L. Jones gave jail sen- 
tences to two in a heavy round-up of 
law breakers when 16 charges were 
heard in Wednesday court sitting. So 
heavy was the dock, court has ajorned 
until the next after-noon, Thursday at 
4:30 when finals were heard. 

Appearing before the magistrate 
and in first the dock was Robert Har- 
er admitted being guilty and re- 
ceived a jail sentence of one year for 
housebreaking, taking cash and other 
things of value, six months for break- 
ing and entering the Old High School, 
all to run concurrently, The youth, 
who knows the inside of a jail having 
been there before, will also pay a dam- 
age claim and a fine $10.00 plus cost 
of court $4.50 for wilfully doing dam- 
age to public property at the High 
School. The damage claim of $6.50 
was ordered paid with default of total 
payment being one month in jail, to 
run concurrently with previous sent- 
ence. 

Douglas Lee appeared next in the 
dock and was given two months in 
the Lethbridge jail for breaking and 
entering, a charge of wilfull damage 
to public property was dismissed by 
the magistrate for lack of evidence. 

The trouble all commenced when 
seven young men set out to celebrate 
on liquor they purchased from Morik- 
ichi Shigematsu, who pleaded guilty 
to the charge of selling liquor, and re- 
ceived a fine of $300 plus court cost 
of $4.50. Being the first offence for 
Mr. Shigematsu only the minimum 
penalty was imposed with a warning 
for the future. 

Gordon Smith was given one year 
suspended sentence and ordered to pay 
a fine of $10.00 plus court costs of 
$4.50 and claim of $6.50 or thirty days 
in jail when pleaded guilty to charges 
of house breaking, breaking and en- 
tering the Raymond high school, do 
ing wilful damage to public property. 
Smith was given on week to pay his 
debts to the court. When he asked for 
two weeks time Magistrate Jones said 
he thought one week would be time 
enough, 

Deloy Meldrum and Wesley Heden- 
strom were each given suspended sen- 
tences of One years time and ordered 
to pay the cost of the court, $4.50 each 
for breaking and entering the Ray- 
mond high school. Charges of doing 
wilful damage to public property 
were dismissed for lack of evidence 
against both young men. 

In passing suspended sentence mag- 
istrate Jones read the requirements 
no less than three times in order that 
there would be no misunderstanding 
on the, part of the boys. 

For one year they will report to 
Constable Wilson Rolfson, who had 
brought them to justice, at his plea- 
sure. They will not be on the streets 
any time after the hour of 9 P.M, six 
days a week, on Friday they may be 
attendence at a party or social with 
leave to be out until 12:30 A.M. They 
will not spend any unnecessary time 
on the streets or in public places any 
time during the coming year.
